lection, valued at $1,000,000, was in a 
separate building, adjoining and com- 
municating with his residence. The gal- 
lery was destroyed, but the pictures were 
removed to a place of safety before the 
flames reached them. The bric-a-brac, 
silver, bronzes and other furnishings of 
the residence were easily worth $1,000,- 
000. A small portion of these was saved. 
It is impossible to estimate the loss on 
the contents of the house. 

On the walls of the picture gallery 
were about 800 paintings, embracing col- 
lections of old masters of nearly every 
school. The most important of these 
collections was the old English in the 
third gallery. The first gallery was de- 
voted to old French paintings. The 
second or large gallery was filled with 
paintings by the old Dutch masters, while 
beyond the English collection was the 
Munkaczy gallery, and a small gallery 
containing examples of the Early Italian 
school. 

It has been learned later that four 
rare paintings were lost in the fire. 
These pictures are "Our Lady of Ma- 
drid,'' and a "Nymph/' by Murillo; 
"The Angels Holding a Garland of 
Fruit," by Rubens, and "The Savious/' 
by Benjamin West. . The entire collec- 
tion, it is said, must be recatalogued 
before it is known just what has been 
lost and what saved.

JOHNSON AND HEALY SALES. 



A collection of oils, charcoals and 
colored crayons by the late Eastman 
Johnson were on exhibition in the 
Gallery of the. Centui*}^ Club through 
Thursday la;st. They will be trans- 
ferred to the American Art Galleries, 
where they will go on exhibition 
Thursday next, and will be sold at 
auction the week opening February 25. 
The collection includes several of the 
artist's earlier and best-known paint- 
ings such as the "Corn Husking," and 
the "Drummer Boy," sketches for sev- 
eral others, a few portraits, including 
those of Mrs. Johnson, William H. 
Vanderbilt and Edwin Booth and early 
pencil and crayon drawings. 

It is interesting to trace through the 
works sho^n, the gradual development 
of the artist from an illustrator to a 
genre painter of kindly domestic and 
later patriotic sentiment, and who loved 
to portray characteristic scenes of 
American country life, to the strong 
and able portraitist who produced 
such a record making American por- 
trait as the "Funding Bill." Older 
American art lovers will doubtless 
gather in force at the conping exhibi- 
tion and sale of these memorials of one 
of the kindest, most typically Amer- 
ican, and in some ways one of the 
strongest painters the country has yet 
produced. 

The name of Heialy is connected 
with the ownership of fine pictures,

The collection was placed on view 
last Saturday at the Galleries, too late 
for notice in last week's Art News, 
and when this week's Art News 
reaches its readers, the pictures will 
have been dispersed. There remains 
this morning, therefore, only a word of 
retrospect regarding one of the most 
varied and interesting collections of- 
fered for public sale this season. 

Mr. Healy's taste evidently runs to 
the Barbizon and modern Dutch paint- 
ers, with an evident liking for the work 
of the modern American landscapists. 
In the collection there were two easel- 
size Daubignys of charming quality, 
and a larger example "Springtime," 
not as good ; a fairly important Troyon, 
"The Ferry;" a small and not im- 
portant Rousseau; a superior easel 
Corot ; small examples, respectively, 
of Jules Dupre and Harpignies, and a 
fair Vollon still-life. 

Among the Dutch oils and water 
colors were two fine examples of Isra- 
els, a fair Neuhuys, a good De Kever, 
and several fine examples of Bastert, 
Roelofs, De Bock and Willem Maris. 
The American pictures were few in 
number but well chosen. 

With the Healy pictures were 
shown a Varied and important collec- 
tion of Oriental jewelry, iridiscent 
glass, Tanagra figurines, etc., formed 
by Mr. Azeez Khayyat. These were 
sold at the galleries by Mr. Kirby 
Thursday and yesterday afternoons, 
and the sale will close this afternoon.

When the cloth is removed a double row 
of white insets for drawing encircles the 
bed of the table, and chalks and crayons 
are furnished in profusion — with the coffee 
and cigars. The artistic results are nu- 
merous clever sketches among the jokes 
and the scrawls. 

Before the dinner, 40 photographs of the 
prize picture were signed by all the com- 
pany and a few days before the dinner next 
year each guest will receive from Mr. Shaw 
one of these framed and glazed. 

The dinner usually begins by Mr. Shaw' 
and President Van Laer escorting the guest 
of honor around the inner circumference of 
the table at a gait between an amble 
and a cake-walk. At irregular intervals 
more animated dances follow. Luis Mora 
may be seen in one or more of his inimit- 
able Spanish dances a la Carmencita. Mr. 
Marble skipping in his roomy galoshes, 
Mr. Green with a serious smile, Mr. Shaw 
with a proud consciousness of his popu- 
larity and a certainty of his foothold: Mr. 
Charles Battel Lomis, wild-haired and 
gloomy-eyed, Mr. Rehn sliding spiderlike 
over the floor, Mr. Eaton doing the dance of 
the lonely pines— to the sighing of the 
violins; Granville Smith in his imitation 
of the red cranes of the nine-men pallette; 

Drake in imitation of his favorite 
kangaroo, Mr. Carrington in the Scribner 
grand waltz, Mr. DeHaven whirling to his 
own violin, Mr. Birney flashing scarlet in 
the giddy maze— all these may be seen in 
the brilliant kaleideoscope of a Sam Shaw 
dinner.

This alphabetical list, with its fre- 
quent juxtapositions of contrasted 
names and periods, of schools and 
methods, still gives an excellent idea 
of the wide range and catholicity of 
the collection.

- So much lias beeti publislied of the 
Corcoran Gallery'f initial exhibition of 
contemporary American paiptings, now 
on in Washington, arid Miss Mechlin 
gave so good a general review of the 
display in last keek's ^Art "News, that 
there remains only a few individual im- 
pressions to be expressed this morning. 
The exhibition is not only the most 
comprehensive 0xpr^ssion of contempo- 
rary American' painting that has as 
yet been offered, but has improved on 
the Salon idea heretofore only attempt- 
ed in this country by the Pennsyl- 
vania Academy of Fine Arts in Phila- 
delphia, and with modern, well-lit and 
spacious galleries, which the Phila- 
delphia Academy does not possess, and 
the avoidance of special privileges to 
favored painters as at Philadelphia, 
presents the best display of American 
paintings of the past decade imagin- 
able. It is easy to see, after a first 
walk through the galleries by anyone 
familiar with American art of the day, 
that the selection of pictures has been 
made by persons possessed of knowl- 
edge, not only of good art, but of the 
location of the best and most repre- 
sentative examples of the strongest 
painters of all American schools and 
tendencies. While juries may have 
been advisable, in deference to estab- 
lished custom in the larger eastern 
cities, the real selection of the pictures 
which make up the exhibition was by 
so practiced a hand at exhibition mak- 
ing as that of Mr. Harrison B. Morris, 
of Philadelphia, aided by the experi- 
ence and taste of Mr. Richard M. 
Brooke, of Washington. 

The absence of sculpture is to be re- 
gretted, but so strong and high is the 
note struck by this initial exhibition, 
that it will undoubtedly be sustained by 
another and in succeeding years by the 
addition of as representative a display 
of sculpture and, perhaps, of the other 



allied art of architecture, as is the pres- 
ent one of pictures. 

The arrangement of the pictures, the 
hanging, which is, on the whole, satis- 
factory, the catholicity of the display, 
its consequent variety and scope, and 
the judicious relegation to the so- 
called Atrium — a new word for 
Morgue — namely, the Corridor Gal- 
leries — of pictures which, while repre- 
sentative of painters and periods that 
could not be overlooked to make the 
exhibition comprehensive — still would 
not exactly hang with their fellows — 
are the salient features of the exhibi- 
tion's plan. 

Salient features of the display as an 
art display are the groups of five Sar- 
gents, two flanking on each side, the 
large portrait group of the Johns Hop- 
kins doctors, first shown at the Royal 
Academy last summer, the group of 
four Cecilia Beauxs, the so-called Im- 
pressionistic Room with its play of 
light and color and its joyous out- 
door atmosphere, and the presence of 
such notable distinctive and period 
marking pictures as Shannon's "Girl 
in Brown," Alexajtider's "Butterfly,". 
Irving Wiies's "Portrait of his Daugh- 
ter," Edwin Abbey's "Sylvia," Albert 
Herter's "Round Mirror," Shurtleff's 
"First Snow," Redfield's "Delaware 
River," Wilhelm Funk's "Portrait of 
Col. Bryan," Sargent's portraits of Wil- 
liam Thorne, Miss Garrett and John 
Hay (as a whole his Johns Hopkins' 
doctors cannot be highly praised), 
Breckenridge's "Autumn Gold," Bo- . 
gert's "Sunset" presented to the gsil- 
lery by Mr. George A. Hearn, Witislow.-/ 
Homer's "Light on the Sea," (J^fi 
Melcher's "Portrait of Mr. Walker/^ ) 
Tarbell's "Girl and Dog," Cecilia - 
Beaux's "Mother and Child," Blake- 
lock's "Moonlight," /Charles Warren- 
Eaton's "Gathering Mists," Horatio 
Walker's "Ave Maria," Dougherty's 
"Land and Sea," Henri's "Spanish 
Girl," William Keith's two really great 
landscapes, Abbott Thayer's "Caritas," 
Will. H. Low's "Arcadian Fount,'^^ 
John Lambert's "Tragic Actor,'" Wil- 
lard Metcalf's "May Night," Alden 
Weir's "Upland Pasture," - Leonatil 
Ochtman's "Dawn," Bruce.

It is remarkable that in so large a 
display, 397 numbers in the catalogue 
are hung, so few mistakes of judgment 
should have been made. Perhaps the 
most notable is the presence of Henry 
B. Fuller's large mural painting, "Life 
Disarming Death," which fills the 
north wall of Gallery A. This strong 
and dramatic composition is intended 
for some vast hall or room where it 
should be shown by itself as a decora- 
tion. Its hard and cold colors are out 
of key with the warmer oils that sur- 
round it, and, fine as is the composi- 
tion, it distinctly jars. 

But this is a slight defect in so fine 
an exhibition, and one that might even 
now be remedied. The display as a 
whole is a surprise and almost a rev- 
elation. Surely its effect must be to 
strengthen the cause of American art.

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LONDON LETTER. 



London, Feb. 8, 1907. 

General satisfaction is felt at the 
election of George Henry, the Glasgow 
painter, as Associate of the Royal 
Academy. His success is the more re- 
markable, in that his name appeared 
this year for the first time among the 
list of candidates, while it is an open 
secret that only a few years ago his 
admirable Work was constantly refused 
admission to the academy exhibitions. 
Mr. Henry, who is already a member 
of the Royal Scottish Academy, was 
bom in Ayrshire, and began life as an 
engineer's draughtsman, afterwards de- 
signing a number of posters for manu- 
facturing firms. He began his study of 
painting in the Glasgow School of Art 
and afterwards was influenced by his 
friend, W. Y. MacGregor, a pupil of 
Lefiros, who carried to Glasgow the 
traditions of the Slade School. His 
earliest exhibits were landscapes. Af- 
ter a journey to Japan with his friend 
E. A. Hornel, another Glasgow artist, 
he painted a number of Japanese sub- 
jects. Of recent years Mr. Henry has 
devoted himself to portraiture with 
ever-increasing success, and his ''Blue 
Gown" at the academy last year and 
"Poinsettia" at the New Gallery two 
years ago, must be numbered among 
the most distinguished of modern por- 
traits. 

The severe criticisms of the press on 
the errors and inaccuracies in the for- 
eign catalogue of the National Gallery 
has roused the Trafalgar Square au- 
thorities to action, and Sir Charles 
Holroyd, the keeper, announces that a 
new edition is in preparation. The 
"Burlington Magazine," in an editorial 
this month, recommends that the biog- 
raphies should be condensed, the his- 
tory and description of individual pic- 
tures curtailed and the index at the be- 
ginning omitted. On the other hand, 
it suggests a bibliography should be 
given of the best books of each artist, 
the works of individual painters ar- 
ranged in chronological order, and a 
note inserted as to the various attribu- 
tions of disputed pictures. 

The National Gallery of Ireland has 
secured a fine "Holy Family," by Ja- 
copo Palma, which is the first example 
of this master to come into the posses- 
sion of Dublin. A newly discovered 
Palma, representing two nymphs by a 
river bank, has been acquired by 
Messrs. Dowdeswell of Bond Street. 
The same firm is now showing in its 
galleries a collection of oils by Oliver 
Hall, a 3''Oung landscape artist whose 
charming low-toned works show the 
influence of the Barbizon masters. 

A new series of. exhibitions will be 
inaugurated this month at the White- 
chapel Art Gallery, two hundred and 
fifty collectors having promised to lend 
annually one or more pictures for ex- 
hibition. Among the gentlemen sup- 
porting -this movement are Mr. Pier- 
pont Morgan, Mr. Carnegie, and such 
well-known English collectors as the 
Duke of Devonshire, the Earl of Car- 
lisle, Sir Frederick Cook, Sir George 
Donaldson, Mr. Joseph Duveen, etc. 
This year a special feature will be made 
of French art of the XVH. and XYHL 
centuries, while another gallery will be 
devoted to works by modern painters 
and sculptors working in this country 
and a third gallery will contain a small 
but choice collection of old masters. 

At the Baillie Gallery, 54 Baker 
Street, in addition to a series of beauti- 
ful romantic landscapes in light deli- 
cate schemes of color, blue and white 
being the prevailing tints, by Mr. Fred 
F. Footet, R. B. A., there is a capital 
exhibition of caricatures by Max. Beer- 
bohm, Sime, Joseph Simpson, "Sam," 



Frank Richardson and other^ popular 
humorous draughtsmen. Max Beer- 
bohm's cartoons of "Mr. Henry James 
Revisiting America" and M. Rodin's 
"First Steps in the Beau Monde" are 
whimsical masterpieces of wit and sum- 
mary expression. 

At. the galleries of the New English 
Art Club, Dering Yard, New Bond 
Street, is an interesting show of artistic 
photographs, several American exhibi- 
tors being well to the fore.

Paris, February 8, 1907.

The painting was placed in the 
Hall of Modern French Art. The trans- 
fer is commented upon as marking almost 
a revolution, for the impressionists have 
not heretofore been recognized by the 
representatives of the classic style. 

"The opinion is expressed that while a 
few years ago this recognition would 
have provoked a row, M. Beaumetz's 
decision is not likely to bring out protes- 
tations now." 

In the course of the trial at Rome 
February 5, of the persons charged with 
the theft of the famous Ascoll c6pe of 
Pope Nicholas.
